The purpose seemed to be 
to get the farmer in a panic so that 


he would sell his live stoc kfor @ ridi- |} 


culously low figure. For instance, 
farmers have inforfmed s that the cur- 
rent report in their distri¢t was tothe 
effect thatthe Calgary Livestock mar- 
ket had gone all to pieces, and that 
armers could: not even get their 
freight but of cars of stock shipped to 
that. point. 

These malicious statements are ab- 
solutely false, for the Calgary market 
up to date, (August 5th) has absorbed 
everything sent to it at prices that 
are, to say the4east, fair. This is par- 
ticularly true of all grades of good 
stocker cattle. The prices for stock- 
ers have been about as follows: year- 
lings, $25 to $40.00; two year olds, 
$40.00 to $60.00 and three year: olds 
$60.00 and up to $75,00.

Cattle accompanied by a certificate of 
this kind can be sold to better advant- 
age in the Calgary yards. If shippers 
fail to secure this certificate, it may 
mean that their.cattle may be held in 
the yards for two dips, ten days apart. 
‘It is imperative that all shippers from 
within the mange area ‘remember this 
fact, and send the clean bill ‘of health 
in with the bill of lading. This of 
course applies to sto¢ker cattle and not 
to butcher stuff sent in for immediate 
slaughter. 

It is a simple matter to get ‘ee. cer- 
tificate and send same with the cattle, 
then if it.turns out tha some of he 
animals are not quite good enough fo 
slaughter, they can be” disposed of 
more easily for stocker purposes. 
Farmers should also see that all ‘co- 
operative shipments of cattle are 
clearly “hair clipped” or marked for 
ownership, That is, have al] the cattle 
belonging to one owner ‘hair clipped 
on the right hip with a roman nume- 
rat. Cattle thus marked are easily 
identified i in the-yards,
